WHY NOT ENFORCE 
THIS ORDINANCE? 


It Provides For Signs at Street Corners and the Numbering of 
Houses In This City. 


NO RECORD THAT IT HAS BEEN REPEALED 


A great deal has been said lately 
about the marking of street corners' 
and the numbering of houses in the 
city, and council has been asked on 
auroral occasions to take acUon on 
the matter, while parties have been 
trying to sell the city signs, but still 
the matter is not taken up and acted 
Upon. 
Local people who start out to find 
a street in this city some time 
have trouble, and it is an utter impos­ 
sibility for a stranger to And 
his 
way without asking at every 
street 
corner. 
The city is provided with an ordi­ 
nance which if enforced 
would 
do 
away with all the difficulty and would 
give the traveling men and strangers 
a little better opinion of our city. 
In order that all may know the law 
on the subject the ordinance is here 
reproduced. 
It is as follows: 
“Every street corner 
within 
city, 
where the corner lot is built up or 
occupied with a building, shall, at the 
expense of the city, have the name 
or names of the street or streets form­ 
ing the corner fixed to such corner so 
aa to he distinctly in view, aB near as 
may be to the height of the first story 
of such building, and whenever there 
Is no such building and a lamp post 
is located on such corner the name or 
names of the street or streets form­ 
ing the same shall be painted on the 
glass thereof or fixed thereto in dis­ 
tinct and legible letters. 
Said mark­ 
ing of street and street corners shall 
be done at the expense of the city, 
and by the city engineer, and 
said 
officer shall receive such reasonable 
compensation for his time and service 
as council may determine. 
“All the houses on the streets and 
avenues of the city now built, occu­ 
pied or ready for occupancy shall be 
numbered within four months 
from 
the passage of this ordinance, in ac­ 
cordance with the following plan or 
system: 
The city to be spaced for 
numbering and the number assigued 
to such spaces by the city engineer. 
Said numbers shall be neatly painted 
on sine or Japanned tin plates: said 
plates to be of uniform size of not less 
than two and ono-fourth by five inches 
square, and the 
figures of uniform 
sise, of not less than one and-half 
inches high. 
Provided 
any 
person 
shall kavo tho right and privilege to 
number his or her own house in an 
ornamental or illuminated number by 
. first obtaining from said engineer a 
certificate of the proper number, said 
engineer shall furnish said numbering 
plate whenever 
requested 
by 
the 
owner or occupant of any house, at a 
uniform price of 25 cents, and when­ 
ever necessary he shall furnish said 
plates and put up the same or cause 
the same to be put up at the uniform 
price of 30 cents, unless otherwise 
ordered by council. 
“One whole number shall he allowed 
to every 20 feet of ground whether 
occupied or vacant—Provided that any 


house or tenement with a less front­ 
age than 20 feet shall receive a whole 
number; and when the said vacant 
lots shall be built upon, the house or 
houses shall have the number which 
shall have been assigned the lots when 
vacant. 
“The figures of each and every num­ 
ber shall be distinct and legible and 
placed in a conspicuous place on the 
side or immediately above tho front 
door of every such building and In 
full view of the street. 
“All the streets and avenues in this 
city which run north and south, or 
generally In a north and south direc­ 
tion, the numbering on such 
streets 
shall begin at the southernly end of 
such street or avenue with the number 
IOO and progress northwardly In con­ 
secutively numbers, with odd 
num­ 
bers on the west and even numbers 
on the east side of each street or 
avenue. 
All 
streets and

WHY NOT ENFORCE 
THIS ORDINANCE? 


It Provides For Signs at Street Corners and the Numbering of 
Houses In This City. 


NO RECORD THAT IT HAS BEEN REPEALED 


A great deal has been said lately 
about the marking of street corners 
and the numbering of houses In the 
city, and council has been asked on 
several occasions to take action on 
the matter, while parties have been 
trying to sell the city signs, but still 
the matter is not taken up and acted 
upon. 
Local people who start out to find 
a street in 
this city 
some time 
have trouble, and it is an utter impos­ 
sibility for a stranger to find 
his 
way without asking at every 
street 
corner. 
The city is provided with an ordi­ 
nance which if enforced 
would 
do 
away with all the difficulty and would 
give the traveling men and strangers 
a little better opinion of our city. 
In order that all may know the law 
on the subject the ordinance is here 
reproduced. 
It is as follows: 
“Every street corner 
within 
city, 
where the corner lot is built up or 
occupied with a building, shall, at the 
expense of the city, have the name 
or names of the street or streets form­ 
ing the corner fixed to such corner so 
as to be distinctly in view, as near as 
may be to the height of the first story 
of such building, and whenever there 
Is no such building and a lamp post 
is located on such corner the name or 
names of the street or streets form­ 
ing the same shall be painted on the 
glass thereof or fixed thereto in dis­ 
tinct and legible letters. 
Said m ark­ 
ing of street and street corners shall 
be done at the expense of the city, 
and by the city engineer, and 
said 
officer shall receive such reasonable 
compensation for his time and service 
as council may determine. 
"All the houses on the streets and 
avenues of the city now built, occu­ 
pied or ready for occupancy shall be 
numbered within four months 
from 
the passage of this ordinance, in ac­ 
cordance with the following plan or 
system: 
The city to be spaced for 
numbering and the number assigned 
to such spaces by the city engineer. 
Said numbers shall be neatly painted 
on zinc or Japanned tin plates; said 
plates to be of uniform size of not less 
than two and one-fourth by five inches 
square, and the 
figures of uniform 
size, of not less than one and-half 
Inches high. 
Provided 
any 
person 
shall havo tho right and privilege to 
number his or her own house in an 
ornamental or illuminated number by 
first obtaining from said engineer a 
certificate of the proper number, said 
engineer shall furnish said numbering 
plate whenever 
requested 
by 
the 
owner or occupant of any house, at a 
uniform price of 25 cents, and when­ 
ever necessary he shall furnish said 
plates and put up the same or cause 
the same to be put up at the uniform 
price of 30 cents, unless otherwise 
ordered by council. 
“One whole number shall be allowed 
to every 20 feet of ground whether 
occupied or vacant—Provided that any 


house or tenem ent with a less front­ 
age than 20 feet shall receive a whole 
number; and when the said vacant 
lots shall be built upon, the house or 
houses Bhall have the number which 
shall have been assigned the lots when 
vacant. 
"The figures of each and every num­ 
ber shall be distinct and legible and 
placed In a conspicuous place on the 
side or immediately above the front 
door of every such building and in 
full view of the street. 
"All the streets and avenues in this 
city which run north and south, or

The whole spirt of the 
affair was plain and democratic, al­ 
though the costly gowns and jewels 
and the showy uniforms of distin­ 
guished personages, high officials of 
the kingdom, the army and the navy, 
and representatives of the people in 
parliament and

furnished a regal stage setting. 
The 
venerable pastor administered to the 
bride and groom a caution that their 
high positions would not shield them 
from the common sufferings and sor­ 
rows of humanity. 
Queen Wllhelmlna blushed and be­ 
came confused over the ceremonial 
with the ring, while her happiness 
and pride over the enthusiasm of her 
people were plainly deeper than a 
mere matter of form.

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WHY NOT ENFORCE 
THIS ORDINANCE? 


It Provides For Signs at Street Corners and the Numbering of 


Houses In This City. 


NO RECORD THAT IT HAS BEEN REPEALED 


A great deal has been said lately 
about the marking of street corners 
and the numbering of houses in the 
city, and council has been asked on 
several occasions to take action on 
the matter, while parties have 
been 
trying to sell the city signs, but still 
the matter is not taken up and acted 
upon. 
Local people who start out to find 
a 
street 
in 
this 
city 
some time 
have trouble, and it is an utter impos­ 
sibility for a stranger to And 
his 
way without asking at every 
street 
corner. 
The city is provided with an ordi­ 
nance which if enforced 
would 
do 


house or tenem ent with a less front­ 
age than 20 feet shall receive a whole 
number; and when the said vacant 
lots shall be built upon, the bouse or 
houses shall have the num ber which 
shall have been assigned the lots when 
vacant. 


"The figures of each and every num ­ 
ber shall be distinct and legible and 
placed in a conspicuous place on the 
side or immediately above the front 
door of every such building and in 
full view of the street. 


"All the streets and avenues in this 
city which 
run north and south, or 
generally In a north and south direc­ 
tion, the numbering on such 
streets 
away with all the difficulty and would J shall begin at the southernly end of 
give the traveling men and strangers 
a little better opinion of our city. 
In order th at all may know the law 
on the subject the ordinance is here 
reproduced. 
It is as follows: 


"Kvery street corner 
within 
city, 
whore the corner lot is built up or 
occupied with a building, shall, ut the 
expense of the city, have the name 
or names of the street or streets form­ 
ing the corner fixed to such corner so 
as to be distinctly in view, as near as 
may be to the height of the first story 
of such building, and whenever there 
is no such building and a lamp post 
is located on such corner the name or 
names of the street or streets form­ 
ing the same shall be painted on the 
glass thereof or fixed thereto in dis­ 
tinct and legible letters. 
Said mark­ 
ing of street and street corners shall 
be done at the expense of the city, 
and by the city engineer, aud 
said 
officer shall receive such reasonable 
compensation for his time and service 
as council may determine. 
"All the houses on the streets and 
avenues of the city now built, occu­ 
pied or ready for occupancy shall be 
numbered within four months 
from 
the passage of this ordinance, in ac­ 
cordance with the following plan or 
system: 
The city to be spaced for 
numbering and the number assigned 
to such spaces by the city ongiiwor. 
Said numbers shall be neatly p. Jilted 
on tine or Japanned tin plates; said 
plates to be of uniform size of not less 
than two and one-fourth by five inches 
square, ami the 
figures of uniform 
sine, of not less than one and-half 
inches high. 
Provided 
any 
person 
shall hav© the right and privilege to 
number his or her own house in an 
ornamental or illuminated number by 
first obtaining from said engineer a 
certificate of the proper number, said 
engineer shall furnish said numbering 
plate whenever 
requested 
by 
the 
owner or occupant of any house, at a 
uniform price of 25 cents, and when­ 
ever necessary he shall furnish said 
plates and put up the same or cause 
the same to be put up at the uniform 
price of SO cents, unless otherwise 
ordered by council. 
“One whole number shall be allowed 
to every 20 feet of ground whether 
occupied or vacant—Provided that any 


such street or avenue with the num ber 
IOO and progress northwardly in con­ 
secutively numbers, with odd 
num ­ 
bers on the west and even num bers 
on the east side of each street or 
avenue. 
All 
streets 
and 
avenues 
which run In an east and west. or 
generally east and west direction shall 
be numbered east from Broadway and 
Lincoln avenue eastwardly and west 
from Broadway and Lincoln 
avenue 
westwardly, with odd numbers on the 
south and even numbers on the north 
side of the street or avenue, the num ­ 
bering in all cases to begin with IOO 
and 
progress In consecutive 
num ­ 
bers. 


"The city engineer shall divide up 
th** different lots and blocks herein 
to be numbered, in the m anner pro- 


by the provisions of this chapter, said 
engineer shall cause notice to be given 
to such owner, occupant 
or 
agent 
thereof as required by the provisions 
of this 
chapter, said engineer shall 
cause notice to be given such owner 
occupant or agent of the assignment 
by said engineer of the proper num 
hers for such building as required by 
law, and if such owner, occupant or 
agent shall within 30 days after the 
perfection of such notice fail to pro­ 
cure from said engineer a certificate 
of such number, and to properly affix 
the same to such building said engi 
neer shall cause the same to be done 
at the expense of such owner, occupant 
or agent, certifying the same to the 
city clerk, who shall certify such ex 
pense to the county auditor, to be by 
that officer placed upon the tax dupli­ 
cate as a charge against and a lien 
upon the lot of land wherever such 
building may stand, to be collected as 
other tax. 


"The 
street 
commissioner,

shal, deputy marshal and each police­ 
man of the city, shall, and any other 
person may report to the civil engi­ 
neer without delay all cases coming 
respectively tooth cir knowledge of fail­ 
ure to num ber buildings as hereinbe­ 
fore provided, and the civil engineer 
shall give notice of assignment of the 
numbers by him made therefor as pro­ 
vided in this chapter. Upon the fail­ 
ure of any owner, occupant or ag* t 
of any building to which numbers s»> ll 
have been so assigned within 30 days 
from the giving of such notice to pro­ 
cure from the engineer a certificate of 
such num ber and to 
properly 
affix 
same tc such 
building the engineer 
shall cause the same to be done at the 
expense of such owner, occupant or 
agent, and to be collected In the same 
manner as in the foregoing section of 
this chapter, and at the end of every 
six months the city engineer shall give

There is no record where the above 
ordinance has

been enforced. Houses with odd num­ 
bers 
can

while buildings without any numbers 
are numerous In the city. New build- 
ngs seldom ever have a number on 
them, and it would take a Philadel- 
phla lawyer to make anything but 
chaos out of the whole business.

steamer Ventura, which arrived here 
from Philadelphia, brought news of 
Ihe scalding to death of five of her 
crew and the injury of five others as 
the result of the bursting of one of 
her steam pipes on the voyage.

killed: 
George W. Robb, Junior engineer, 
aged 26. native of South Carolina. 
J. William Farren, seaman, aged 39, 
native of Ireland. 
J. Desmond, fireman, aged 28, na­ 
tive of Ireland. 
Paul Heir, coal passer, aged 28, na­ 
tive of Germany. 
Felix Glass, stowaway, aged IO, na­ 
tive of Philadelphia. 
The accident occurred Jan. 23, about 
four days after the Ventura left the 
straits of Magellan. 
The five bodies 
were burled at sea.
